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DETAILED ACTION 
Formal matters 

1 . The Art Unit location of your application in the USPTO has changed. To aid in 
correlating any papers for this application, all further correspondence regarding this application 
should be directed to Art Unit 1649. 

Sequence compliance 

2. This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions 
for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.821 (a)(1) and (a)(2). 
However, this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 C.F.R. § 1.821 through 
1.825. Specifically, no sequence identification has been provided for the amino and nucleic acid 
sequences presented in Figures 2-5 of the instant specification. In case these sequences are new, 
Applicant needs to provide a substitute computer readable form (CRF) copy of a "Sequence 
Listing" which includes all of the sequences that are present in the instant application and 
encompassed by these rules, a substitute paper copy of that "Sequence Listing", an amendment 
directing the entry of that paper copy into the specification, and a statement that the content of 
the paper and computer readable copies are the same and, where applicable, include no new 
matter, as required by 37 C.F.R. § 1.821 (e) or 1.821(f) or 1.821(g) or 1.825(b) or 1.825(d). The 
instant specification will also need to be amended so that it complies with 37 C.F.R. § 1.821(d) 
which requires a reference to a particular sequence identifier (SEQ ID NO: ) be made in the 
specification and claims wherever a reference is made to that sequence. See M.P.E.P. 2422.04. 
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Response to Amendment 

3. Claim 96 has been amended as requested in the amendment filed on September 09, 2005. 
Following the amendment, claims 61-91 and 95-97 are pending in the instant application. 

Claims 61-91, 95 and 97 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1. 142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper filed on February 07, 2005. 

Claim 96 is under examination in the instant office action. 

4. The Text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

5. Any objection or rejection of record, which is not expressly repeated in this action has 
been overcome by Applicant's response and withdrawn. 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection as set forth below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

7. Claim 96 is rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
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Claim 96, as amended recites a molecular compound that does not have support in the 
instant specification, as originally filed. Specifically, Applicant submits that support for the 
amendment to claim 96 can be found "on page 1 1, lines 1-6 and 8-14" (top at page 7 of the 
Response). However, the Examiner failed to find the newly presented chemical formula of 
mCHAPSO, which as amended contains "24-amide" instead of "2-amide". Also at page 23 of the 
instant specification, clear definition of mCHAPSO is given as containing "2-amide" (see lines 
15-23). Because the claimed invention is directed to a method of isolation of an enzyme from a 
natural source by using a specific detergent as part of solubilization process, which asserted to be 
novel, it is critical to determine the precise formula of the extraction solution in order to conduct 
a proper search of the prior art. As such, because there appears to be no recitation of the newly 
presented limitation within the text of the instant specification, as filed, the amendment to claim 
96 is considered to be new matter. 

To obviate this ground of rejection, Applicant is advised to point out the precise location 
of the newly presented recitation of the molecular embodiment of mCHAPSO.
